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REPORT OF STATE GRAIN INSPECTOR, 1895-6. 


OFFICE or CHIEF State Grain INSPECTOR, 
Tacoma, WasH., November 16, 1896. 


To the Honorable John Н. McGraw, Governor of Washington: 


Sin — The first annual report of this department, showing in 
detail the business transacted during the season beginning Sep- 
tember 11, 1895, at which date the grain inspection law of the 
State of Washington became operative, and ending August 31, 
1896, is herewith respectfully submitted, together with exhibits 
showing the expenses incurred, revenues derived and volume of 
business transacted at each of the three points provided with 
state inspection. 

From such exhibits it will be seen that the total number of 
carloads of whéat inspected at the different points ‘‘on arrival” 
during the said period was 8,370, or approximately 5,525,000 
bushels. : 

That the total number of carloads of oats inspected was 1,178, 
or about 800,000 bushels. 

That the total number of carloads of barley inspected was 369, 
or about 245,000 bushels, making grand totals of 9,917 carloads 
and 6,570,000 bushels. 

That the total earnings during said period was $8,100.11, 
which with the legislative appropriation made for the purpose of 
carrying the law into operation makes the gross sum of $то,- 
100.11, and that the total expenses incurred in'maintaining and 
putting the law into operation has been $9, 300.68, leaving a bal- 
ance in the state grain inspection fund on September 1, 1896, of 
$799.43. — | 

The year covered by this report was unfortunately one in which 
alarge quantity of grain had been damaged by rains and other 
causes, and many difficulties beset the department at the very out- 
set which, in view of the novelty of the law and the fact that it 
was not generally understood, required very careful and liberal 
treatment. 

It 1s, however, a source of much personal satisfaction to be able 
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to state that the system of inspecting and weighing grain in this 
state has steadily grown in the confidence and favor of those who 
either as buyers or sellers have been brought into experimental 
relations with it, and that, notwithstanding the difficulties under 
which its first year began, adverse criticisms and skepticism re. 
garding the usefulness of the same have so generally given way 
to friendly co-operation. 

Certainly, it is not within the range of possibility to satisfy 
everybody in a business of this character, where so many diverse 
interests are involved, and the law has been exerted to its utmost 
in that direction when a fair grade and the correct weight is uni- 
formly found, and it speaks much for the care, skill and experi 
ence of those charged with the carrying out of the various details 
of the work when it is shown that of nearly 10,000 carloads cf 
grain inspected, reinspection was requested on but eight cars, and 
of these it was found that four had been correctly graded at the 
outset, leaving the number of carloads upon which the original 
grading was changed only four. Such a result can only be ob- 
tained by the employment of the most highly skilled and exper- 
enced inspectors who from natural qualification and years oi ter- 
minal experience in handling and grading the various varieties o 
grain produced in this and contiguous states are able at a glance 
to form a correct judgment as to the quality of the grain before 
them. 

In order to secure the presence of such men on the force, I have 
allowed no other consideration than that of competence alone to 
influence me in making appointments. The political views ot 
affiliations of applicants have not been inquired into in ascertain- 
ing their fitness for the work, to which they would, if appointed, 
be assigned, and 1 feel that the experience and results of the period 
covered by this report, brief though it be, fully justify the wisdom. 
of the policy thus followed. 

Not the least of the valuable results of the workings of this de- 
partment, is the readiness with which an outside exporter is en- 
abled to enter the market of the state with absolute safety as 
regards fair treatment on weights and grades. A number of car- 
goes have been bought at Tacoma and Seattle on Washington 
grades by foreign buyers, which have been loaded into the vessels 
under the supervision of a state inspector with results which have 
been mutually satisfactory to both sides of the transaction, and 
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many high compliments have been paid to the accuracy, fairness 
and skill of those charged with this work in behalf of the state, by 
foreign buyers who have thus become acquainted with the work- 
ings of the system. 

As will be readily seen, the resulting tendency has been to 
keep the grain market of the State of Washington in closer touch 
with those of the world, so that an advance in price is felt in our 

; markets much earlier than might otherwise be the case. 

| The section of the law regarding the shipment by water of 

grain from one-point in the state to another point within the 
state, and making ten tons a carload, for the purposes of inspec- 
tion, was undoubtedly an error on the part of those who framed 
the grain inspection law, for the reason that an average carload 
by rail would approach nearer twenty tons than ten tons. This 
has been complained of by those 'ehgaged in the busidess of 
shipping oats raised on Puget Sound to the markets of Seattle 
and Tacoma, as an unjust discrimination against them, as it 
allows twenty tons of oats raised in Eastern Washington to be 
inspected for thesame fee that is collected under the law for the 

| inspection of ten tons raised in the upper sound country. The 
law should be amended in this regard so as to make twenty {015 
а carload when shipped by boat. 

The inspection fees fixed by the state grain commission were 
fifty cents for each carload of bulk grain and seventy-five cents 
oreach carload of sacked grain. The experience of the past 
year has shown that since the enlargement of the cars in 
which grain is shipped so that many of them arrive at the ter- 
minals with 70,coo pounds of wheat, the average price paid for 
inspection has been about $1.23 per thousand bushels, which, 
considering the character of the service rendered, has often been 
commented on as very reasonable indeed. In fact a great many 
carloads of wheat which had been sold by parties in Eastern 
Washington to buyers in San Francisco have been stopped by 
the parties to the transaction, at Tacoma, enroute, for the pur- 
pose of securing the inspection and grading of the same by the 
state inspectors. 

In conclusion I wish to add that, in my judgment, there can 
be no question as the beneficial results of the grain inspection 
law if wisely and prudently administered.

FOR INSPECTION AND WEIGHING 
OF GRAIN. 
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THE STATE GRAIN COMMISSION. 


MEMBERS — PROVISIONS CONCERNING. 

There is hereby created a commission to be styled ‘State 
Grain Commission,” to consist of the chief inspector and two 
other qualified electors of the State of Washington; the decis- 
ion of а majority of whom shall be considered to be the decision 
of the commission on all questions arising for their consideration, 
and {һе said additional members of said commission shall hold 
their office for a period of two years and until their successors 
are appointed and qualified, and who shall be appointed by the 
governor, one of whom shall be of opposite political party to 
the governor. Session Laws 1895, p. 262, sec. 26. 


HOW CREATED. 


Within thirty'days after this act shall take effect the governor 
siall appoint two qualified electors of the State of Washington 
vho, with the chief inspector, shall constitute such commission 
and who shall hold their office for two years unless sooner 
removed by the governor. Both of said commissioners shall 
take an oath of office the same as is required by other state offi- 
ters, and both of them shall be competent and experienced grain 
men, one of whom shall be a resident of eastern Washington 
and prominently identified with grain raising, and the other shall 
be a resident of western Washington. Session Laws 1895, p. 
262, sec. 27. 

STANDARDS ESTABLISHED. 

The chief inspector shall be ex-officio chairman of said com- 
mission, and before the 2oth day of September of each year the 
said commission shall be called together by the chairman at some 
place within the state, and then and there establish standard 
grades of all grain bought or handled by any public warehouse 
within this state, which shall be known as ** Washington grades. ” 
The said commission shall also establish the necessary rules and 
regulations for grading and weighing grain, and shall fix the 
charges for inspecting and grading grain, and shail make such 
other rules and regulations as may be necessary for enforcing 
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the regulations of this act or any law of this state in regard t 
same. Session Laws 1895, p. 263, sec. 28. 


INSPECTION RATES. 

The charge for inspecting grain in sacks shall not be more 
than seventy-five cents per car for one grade only, and the charge 
for inspecting grain іп buik shall not be more than fifty cents 
per car, and the said commission shall estimate the cost of carry- 
ing out the provisions of this act as nearly as possible and dx 
the charges accordingly, within the limits herein provided, 
Session Laws 1895, p. 263, sec. 29. 


GRADES, CHARGES, ETC., PUBLISHED. 
The said standard grades, charges, rules and regulations so 


made and established shall be published in some daily news 
paper in each of the places provided with state inspection under 


this act each day for a period of seven days, beginning immedi. | 


ately after they are made or established, and it shall be the duty | 


of every warehouseman within this state to apply to and receive 
of the chief inspector a placard copy of the said standard grades, 
charges, rules and regulations, which he shall keep posted ina 
conspicuous place in his office, and which the chief inspector shall 


furnish free af cost. Saidcommission may, on therecommenta: · 


tion of the chief inspector, modify such grades, rules and 
regulations, or establish new ones, and such charges shall be 
advertised the same as required for the original. Session Laws

SAMPLES — CONFERENCE. 

For the purpose of maintaining the grade of wheat known 
abroad and in exporting as “fair, average quality Walla Walla," 
it shall be the duty of the chief inspector to procure from every 
part of the State of Washington each season, as soon as it can 
be done after harvest, samples of the crop of wheat, and after 
collecting such samples of wheat he shall call a meeting of the 
state grain commission and they shall make up and establish 
from the said samples the said grade, which shail be a fair, aver- 
age mixture of all the club varieties grown in the different scc- 
tions of this state. If the said state grain commission deems it 
expedient they may, in making upand establishing the said grade, 
meet and confer with like grain authorities in the State of Ore- 
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gon, or in case there are no such authorities in the State of 
Oregon, then with the representatives oí the leading handlers of 
gain in the city of Portland, Oregon, and make up and establish, 
| ss nearly as possible, the same fair, average quality Walla 
Walla, which shall be maintained in this state. This section 
shall not be so construed as to interfere with the standard grades 
: of grain elsewhere provided for in this act. Session Laws 1895,

SALARIES. 


The salary of the chief inspector shall be eighteen hundred 
| dollars per annum, payable in the same manner and out of the 
same funds that other state officers are paid, and the salary of 
cach of bis chief deputies shall be one thousand two hundred 
dollars perannum.  Thesalary of other deputies shall be eighty- 
бте dollars per month, payable monthly. The chief inspector 
shall be allowed all necessary transportation expenses incurred 
inthe discharge of his duties under this act, which shall be paid 
monthly. He shall receive no additional salary for acting as ex- 
¿fisio chairman of the commission, but the other two commis- 
sioners shall receive fifty dollars each, and necessary traveling 
expenses, for each meeting of the commission which they attend, 
when such meeting was duly called by the chief inspector, but 
not more than four such meetings shall be held in any one year.

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INSPECTION AND WEIGHING OF GRAIN. 
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GRAIN INSPECTOR. 


There is hereby created the office of state grain inspector in 
the State of Washington, Within thirty daysafter this act shall ` 
have become a law, the governor shall appointa suitable person, ' 
who shall be a qualified elector of the State of Washington, as 
state grain inspector, who shall be styled chief inspector. Th 
said chief inspector shall be thoroughly familiar with the grains 
of Washington and contiguous states, and shall have had at least 
three years experience in handling said gain, and shall hold his 
ofüce for the term of two years and until his successor is 
appointed and qualified unless sooner removed by the governor, 
and shall, before entering upon the duties of his office, take an 
oath of office as in case of other state officers, and shall execute 
a bond to the State of Washington in the penal sum of $10,029, 
with good and sufficient surities, to be approved by the governer 
and attorney general, conditioned that he will faithfully and im- 
partially discharge the duties of the office of chief inspector 
according to law. Any vacancy which may occur in the office af 
chief inspector shall be filled by the governor for the remainder 
of the term. Any chief inspector shall be eligible to reappoint- 
ment. He shall be required to give his entire time to the dutics 
of the office. Session Laws 1895, p. 253, sec. I. 


LOCATION OF INSPECTOR — DEPUTIES. 

The first chief inspector appointed under this act shall have 
his headquarters in the city of Tacoma, and thereafter in that 
city in the state in which the receipts of grain in carload lots 
was greatest for the preceding year. He shall appoint sucha 
number of deputy inspectors as may be necessary to properly 
and thoroughly inspect the grain as received, and carry out the 
provisions of this act, one of whom shall be stationed in each of 
the cities provided with state inspection under this act, and 
styled chief deputies. The cities of Seattle, Tacoma and Spo- 
kane are hereby provided with state inspection under this act. 
and such other places in the state where grain is received in car- 
load lots for milling or export may be designated as places for 
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sate inspection by the state grain commission: Provided, That 
the expenditures for inspecting at such places so designated by 
testate grain commission shall not exceed the receipts of fees 
stsuch place or places. Session Laws 1895, p. 253, sec. 2. 


QUALIFICATIONS OF DEPUTIES. 

Said chief deputy inspectors shall be expert grain men with at 
kast three years experience handling grain, and shall take an 
cath of office as in case of a chief inspector, and shall each give 
fonds to the State of Washington in the penal sum of $5,000 
with good and sufficient surities, to be approved by the governor 
ad attorney general, and conditioned as in case of the chief 
inspector. Session Laws, 1895, p. 254, sec. 3. 


RONDS FILED WHERE. 

The bonds given by the chief inspector and chief deputy 
tspectors shall be filed'in the office of the secretary of the State 
c Washington and suit may be brought upon said bonds in any 
court having jurisdiction thereof for the use of any person or 
18015 who maf be injured by reason of neglect or failure to 
cmply with the law or the rules and regulations made there- 
wader.

REMOVALS. 

The chief inspector shall have the power to remove any of the 
¿puty inspectors at pleasure, and said deputy inspectors shall 
ct under the immediate control and supervision of the said chief 
cspector.

CONTENTS OF REPORTS. 


It shall be the duty of such chief deputies to make daily 
¿ports to the chief inspector, showing the number of cars 
zighed and graded, the weight and grade of such cars, the 
mount of fees, fines and forfeitures collected and such other 
“formation as the chief inspector may require. He shall make 
&mittances of all moneys collected under the provisions of this 
xtas directed by the chief inspector.

SALARY OF CLERK. 

The chief inspector shall be allowed one clerk at a salary of

DISQUALIFICATION, 

No chief inspector or deputy inspector shall, during his ter; 
of office, beinterested directly or indirectly in handling, storing, 
shipping, purchasing or selling grain, nor shall he be in the cm. 
ployment of any person or corporation interested directly or 
indirectly in the handling, storing, shipping, purchasing, er sell.

NEGLECT OF DUTY — BRIBERY. 

Any duly authorized chief inspector of grain who shall be guilty 
of any neglect of duty or who shall knowingly or carelessly 
inspect any grain improperly or who shall, directly or indirectly, 
accept any money or other consideration for any neglect of duty 
or any improper performance of duty as such inspector ot grain, 
or any person, persons, corporation or agent who shall improperly 
influence or attempt to improperly influence any inspector of 
grain in the performance of his duty as such inspector shall b 
deemed guilty of misdemeanor, and, on conviction thereot, shall 
be fined not less than one hundred dollars nor more than five 
thousand dollars, m the discretion of the court. Session Laws

APPEALS. = 
Appeal may be taken to the chief inspector from the di cision 
of any of his députiesas to grade of grain, and in case of such 
appeal the decision of the chief inspector shall be final and 
binding on all parties concerned, except as hereinafter provided.

DUTIES OF INSPECTORS. 

The chief inspector and his deputies shall, at the places pre- 
vided with state inspection under this act, supervise and have 
exclusive control of the weighing and grading of grain which 
may be subject to the inspection under the provisions of this act, 
and the action and certificate of such inspectors and his assis 
tants in the discharge of the aforesaid duties shall be conclusive 
upon all parties at interest. They shall keep suitable books ol 
record in their office, upon which shall be kept a faithful and 
true record of every car of grain inspected by them, showing the 
number and initial of such car, the kind of grain and its grade, 
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and if graded below number one grade the reason for such grade, 
theamount of fees and forfeitures collected and disposition of 
the same, and for each carload of grain inspected they shall give 
¿certificate of inspection, showing the kind and grade of same 
and reason for all grades below number one, the number of sacks, 
# sacked grain, with the grade or grades and weight of same, 
# requested to doso by the consignor or consignee. They shall 
also furnish the agent of the railroad company over which such 

| gain was shipped a certificate showing the weight of the grain

| REINSPECTION — FEES FOR. 

. Incaseany owner, consignee or shipper of grain or their agent 
‚ с broker or any wharehouse manager shall be aggrieved at the 
‘iginal grading of his or their grain, such aggrieved person or 
“persons may, before or after unloading said grain, call upon the 
¡chief inspector or his resident chief deputy for a reinspection, 
¡shose duty it shall be to carefully reinspect it, and if, in his 
¡cpinion, the grades should be changed he shall at once make the 
ichange; but any such reinspection shall be called for within 
thirty-six hours after the first inspection, not counting Sundays 
and legal holidays. А charge of one dollar a car, in addition to 
the regular charge for inspection fee, shall be paid the chicf 
‘aspector or resident chief deputy by the person calling for rein- 
spection under this section before the case is taken up, which 
shall be returned to the person paying it if the decision is in his 
ivor; otherwise it shall be paid into the state treasury by the 
chief inspector.

ARBITRATION. 


In case any owner, warehouse manager, consignor, consignee 
‘shipper shall be dissatisfied with the reinspection of any lot 
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of grain, as provided in the preceding section of this act, ani 
desires to appeal the same from the decision of the chief insp. 
tor or resident chief deputy inspector, such dissatisfied perso 
shall choose a competent and disinterested party to act with the 
chief inspector or resident chief deputy, and the two shall choos 
a third competent and disinterested party, and these three shall 
then decide the appeal, and their decision shall be final and bind. 
ing on all parties concerned: Provided, hewener, That the party 
thus appealing shall enter his appeal at the time of reinspection 
and the decision shall be made within twenty-four hours, and 
the person or persons making the appeal shall, before it is taken 
up, pay the chief inspector or his deputy five dollars for each 
case, which sum shall be refunded to the party making the ap. 
peal in case the decision is in his favor, but if the decision is 
against him the said five dollars shall be paid to the chief in.

SIDE TRACKS PROVIDED. 

Every railroad company or common carrier delivering grain in 
cars at any of the places provided with state inspection under 
this act shall provide convenient and suitable side tracks on 
which all cars of grain delivered by them shall upon arrival b? 
set and arranged conveniently for inspection, and after-being in- 
spected such railroad company or common carrier shall promptly 
distribute all such cars of grain and set them at the proper plac 
or places to be unloaded, to be designated by the consignor or 
consignee: Provided, Their tracks extend to such places, for 
which no switching charge or other charges shall be made by 
any such railroad company or common carrier. Any common 
carrier using steamboats or any water craft for delivering grain 
at any of the places having state inspection shall before the 
same is removed from the dock notify the chief inspector or 
bis chief deputy of the delivery, and pay to him the. inspection 
fees as provided under this act, or under the rules and regula- 
tions made by the board of state grain commissioners governing 
such cases as herein provided for, which charges may be col- 
lected from the consignee by the said common carrier before such 
grain is removed from the dock by him. In all cases the inspet- 
tion charges may be charged to the grain and collected therefrom

ues INSPECTION — CERTIFICATES AFTER APPEAL. 
After cars are placed for inspection as required by this act the 
dief inspector or one of his deputy inspectors shall promptly 
“өреп them and carefully inspect and grade them according to 
the merits of the grain they contain and in accordance with the 
: grades, rules and regulations provided by this act, and shall 
: kave in each car а card showing the grade of such grain, and if 
gaded below number one grade the reasons for such grade 
shall be noted in the margin of the card; the inspector shall 
then seal each car inspected with his official seal, keeping a cor- 
ке memorandum of it. In all cases where no appeal is taken 
from any inspector's decision within the time prescribed for mak- 
пе appeals as provided by this act, his decision thereon shall be 
inal апа binding on all concerned, and in all cases appealed as 
provided by this act the chief inspector or his chief deputy shall, 
ater the final appeal is decided, issue an inspection certificate in 
cordance with the decision made on the appeal, which certifi- 
ate shall be final and binding on all concerned as to the grade 
e the grain.

FRAUD IN LOADING. 
After any grain has been duly inspected should any inspector, 
sarehouseman, miller, wharfinger or other person who may be 
uloading it find that in any car there is concealed a poorer grain 
than is shown at the time of inspection and that it does not 
qual the grade given it by the inspector, he may upon such dis- 
covery set out the car or cars containing such grain and call for 
ireinspection, and the chief inspector or one of his deputies 
shall be called in and shall reinspect it and make a grade to con- 
form to such rules for reinspection. No charge shall be made 
lr such reinspection where it is shown that such poorer grade

| INTERSTATE SHIPMENTS. 
. Any grain originally consigned to a destination outside of the 
Sate shall not be subject to state inspection nor to the inspec-

TESTING OF SCALES—LICENSE AND FEES. 

The chief inspector shall have full supervision of all grain and 
the weighing of the same at places provided with state inspec. 
tron under this act, and at least twice each year he and his chic 
deputies shall examine, test and correct all scales used in weigh- 
ing grain at places provided with state inspection, one of which 
tests shall be made at the beginning of each season, and after 
Such scale is tested, if it be found correct and in good condition, 
he or his chief deputy shall seal the weights and issue to the 
proprietor or proprietors of the place where such scalis are 
found a license certificate authorizing such proprietor o: pro- 
prietors to use the said scales for weighing grain, so long as 
they are kept correct and in good condition, which license shall 
be good for one year, unless sooner revoked by the chi f in- 
spector, or his chief deputy. The party receiving such license 
shall pay the chief inspector or his chief deputy the sum ot five 
dollars per annum, which sum shall be paid into the state treas- 
ury by the chief inspector and credited by the state treasurer 
to the state inspection fund. И such scales be found inaccurate 
or unfit for use, the chief inspector or his chief deputy shall 
notify the party operating or using them and the party thus

spector, whose duty it shall be to inspect such grain, and after it 
i inspected to issue to the buyer, seller or person delivering it, 
enrequest, an inspection certificate showing the grade of said 
grain, and the said inspection shall be final and binding on all 
concerned, The person or persons calling for said inspection 
shall pay for the said inspection fees as follows, namely: On lots 
ef from ten to fifty tons of two thousand pounds, five cents per 
ton; from fifty to one hundred tons, three cents per ton; from 
ene hundred to three hundred tons, two cents per ton; from three 
hundred to one thousand tons, one cent per ton; for one thousand 
tens or more, one-half of one cent per ton: Provided, however, 
Thot the’ above scale of charges must be for the continuous de- 
livery of the lot until completed, and the chief inspector or chief 
deputy may, in his discretion, make the charge for such inspection 
{йу cents per hour without reference to the amount of grain in- 
spected, but in no case shall he make the said charges to exceed 
he actual cost of the inspector’s time while he is engaged in 
said work, nor shall any charge be less than one dollar. 

Sec. 8. The agent or manager of any warchouse, elevator, 
mill, wharf, dock, feed store, commission house or other place 
receiving grain from cars or boats, shall report daily to the chief 
inspector or his chief deputy the weight of grain so received, re- 
ferring to the car by its initial and number, or boat by name, to- 
gether with the number of sacks, if it be sacked grain, and giving 
the weight of each grade separately. A failure to make such daily 
reports shall subject such weigher to a revocation of his licensé. 

Suc. о. The charges for inspection shall be and constitute a 
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lien on the grain inspected. Whenever such grain is in trang: 
the charges shall be treated as advance charges to be paid by te 
common carrier in whose posession the grain is at the time} 
inspection. Every railroad company or common carrier why 
handles or carries grain subject to the provisions of the Washing. 
ton state grain inspection act shall collect of the consignee or 
agent of the owner or consignor the inspection charges as fixe 
by the state grain commissioners, and on the first day of ead 
month the said railroad company or common carrier shall pay ts 
the chief inspector or his chief deputy all moneys thus collected, 
and accompany the said moneys with a statement showing th 
number of cars handled by them, the numbers and initials of thes 
cars, where unloaded and the amount of fees collected. The 
chief inspector shall pay all such moneys to the state treasurer, 
and said moneys shall be credited to the state grain inspection 
fund. 

Grain inspection certificates giving grade and weight of any 
car shipment will be made out and mailed free of cost on applica- 
tion. 
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
